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Trudeau Medal to Dr. Opie 


At the general meeting held on 
Tuesday, May 28, at Atlantic City, 
the Trudeau Medal was awarded to 
Dr. Eugene L. Opie of Philadelphia. 
The medal was fittingly presented by 
Dr. E. R. Baldwin, winner of this 
honor in 1927. 


The medal, which was awarded for 
the first time to Dr. Theobald Smith 
in 1926, is given each year to that 
scientist who in the opinion of the 
National Tuberculosis Association has 
contributed some outstanding achieve- 
ment in the study of tuberculosis. 

For twenty-five years Dr. Opie has 
carried on painstaking investigations 
and has been chiefly instrumental in 
bringing to light many valuable facts 
relating to the pathological phases of 
tuberculosis. He has been especially 
successful in his contribution to the 
epidemiological knowledge of tuber- 
culosis in childhood and is an authori- 
ty on that subject. He has conducted 
a series of studies at the Rockefeller 
Institute and at the Washington In- 
stitute in St. Louis, Johns Hopkins in 
Baltimore, in the Army during the 
Great War, and more recently at the 
Henry Phipps Institute in Philadel- 
phia. 

Dr. Opie was born in Stanton, 
Virginia, on July 5, 1873. He was 
graduated from Johns Hopkins in 
1893 and received his M.D. at that 
University in 1897.

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The Biography of Dr. Biggs 


There are two essentials to a suc- 
cessful biography, interesting subject 
matter and a sympathetic biographer. 
These two conditions are most hap- 
pily met in the Life of Dr. Hermann 
M. Biggs, Physician and Statesman, 
by Dr. C.-E. A. Winslow. To no 
physician of his time more than to 
Dr. Biggs was it given to be intimate- 
ly identified with the rapid march of 
progress in public health which 
marked the period from 1880 to 1920. 
The book is, therefore, the history of 
a thrilling epoch in the advance of 
human welfare, as well as the inti- 
mate story of a great career. 

It is written in so charming a style 
as to read more like fiction than like 
the accurate statement of fact which 
it really is. To him who has sensed 
the miracle of the control of commun- 
icable disease the book reveals the 
genius of those men by whom the mir- 
acle was wrought. To him who is 
unfamiliar with health conditions in 
the eighties, it is a fairy tale of man’s 
conquest of his common enemies. 

Those who weary of the lighter 
reading, usually the summer’s mental 
diet, will be refreshed if they turn to 
this biography. It is a book which 
well repays keen study, but one which 
will hold the attention of the casual 
reader and which, as a companion in 
vacation travel by train or steamer, 
combines the fascination of a novel 
with the permanent value of history.

Conference on (hild Health Education 


The fifth annual con- 
terence on Child Health 
Education for workers 
employed by tuberculosis 
associations was held 
May 3lst at Atlantic City 
immediately following the annual 
meeting. Professor Clair E. Turner, 
Ph.D., of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, presided. The confer- 
ence was attended by about two hun- 
dred persons, representing thirty-three 
states. At the morning session Miss 
Jean Latimer, Educational Secretary 
of the Massachusetts Tuberculosis 
League, presented a paper on “What 
Types of School Health Work Should 
the Voluntary Agency Undertake and 
How Can Their Efficiency be Mea- 
sured?” Miss Meta De _ Loache, 
Child Health Worker for the Pater- 
son Tuberculosis and Health League 
of Paterson, N. J., and Miss Anita 
Henkle, Director of Child Health 
Education for the Oklahoma City 
Tuberculosis Society, discussed Miss 
Latimer’s paper and told something of 
the work they are doing in their re- 
spective cities to help the public and 
parochial school teachers. 

The second topic, “Bringing the 
Home and School Together in Health 
Teaching,” was presented by Miss 
Anne Whitney, Director, Division of 
Health education of the American 
Child Health Association, in a paper 
which stressed the importance of 
parents as health teachers. Dr. Viola 
Anderson, Director of Child Health 
Education for the District of Colum- 
bia Tuberculosis Association, opened 
the discussion of Miss Whitney’s 
paper and told something of the meth- 
ods used by her association to reach 
the parents of both white and colored 
children in the Washington schools. 
There was considerable discussion 
from the floor of both of the topics 
presented at the morning session. 


At the afternoon session Miss 
Katherine Connelly, School 
Health Consultant of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, gave a paper 
on “Developing a Health Program in 
the High School,” in which she told 
of some of the significant facts 
brought out by the studies she has 
made during the past year in five high 
schools in different parts of the coun- 
try. Miss Catton, of Kansas, spoke 
briefly on some of the results which 


have followed the study Miss Con- 
nelly made in a Kansas high school. 
Miss Edna Bond, Nutrition and 
Child Health Director of the New 
Jersey Tuberculosis League, told 
something of the work carried on by 
her association during the past year 
in cooperation with the State Depart- 
ment of Education to direct attention 
to health in high schools. 

The second topic for the afternoon 
session was “Evaluating the Prepara- 
tion of Teachers for Health Educa- 
tion.” The subject was presented in 
a paper called “Blazing New Trails 
in Health Education,” by Clifford 
Brownell, Ph.D., in which he chal- 
lenged the self-satisfaction of school 
health educators today in comparing 
present health teaching methods with 
those of a quarter of a century ago. 
While he conceded some improvement 
and a great increase of general in- 
terest in the subject, he claimed that 
we still need to know “Where are we 
going, how shall we get there and 
how shall we know when we have 
arrived?” and advocated a thorough- 
going job analysis of the health teach- 
ing: problem. Miss Ethel Grosscup, 
of the Committee on Tuberculosis 
and Public Health of the State Chari- 
ties Aid Association, in discussing Dr. 
Brownell’s paper agreed with his gen- 
eral thesis of the need of an analysis 
of the work which a teacher is to do 
as a guide in planning her training. 
She spoke of her experience in check- 
ing up on the work of teachers who 
had been trained in health under her 
direction in a state normal school in 
which she found they had not been 
prepared to meet the special condi- 
tions which confronted them in teach- 
ing in rural schools. Miss Edith 
Lenz, Director of Child Health Edu- 


‘cation for the Maryland Tuberculosis 


League, contributed to the discussion 
by telling something of her experience 
in contacts with the Maryland Nor- 
mal Schools.

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Forty Founders at Dinner 


The dinner held in honor of the 
Founders on Tuesday evening, May 
28, at the Chelsea Hotel, Atlantic 
City, was a marked success, Forty 
of the original 197 men who founded 
the association in Atlantic City in 
1904 were present, and each one arose 
amidst enthusiastic applause as his 
name was called by Dr. William H. 
Welch, the toastmaster. 

Five hundred and seven men and 
women from all parts of the United 
States were present and represented 
the largest gathering that has ever 
been known in the history of the 
organization.
